MARK MARSHALL 
GOONIES CONNECTION: 


="Kid wrangler” for cast 


A native Oklahoman, Mark began 
his career in 1978 at CPC Associ- 
ates, a veteran visual-effects 
house in Hollywood. Mark worked 
at both Lucasfilm and Amblin 
Entertainment on a varied slate 
of projects, including Star Wars: 
Episode V—The Empire Strikes 
Back, Raiders of the Lost Ark, The 
Goonies, and Back to the Future. 

In 1989, Mark joined Donner/ 
Shuler-Donner Productions as a 
production representative on 
HBO's hit series Tales from the 
Crypt. He was associate producer 
on Warner Bros.’ seminal 1992 
family film Free Willy and its se- 
quels. In addition to his producing 
responsibilities, he supervised all 
postproduction and visual-effects 
work on the trilogy. In 2002, Mark 
and his brother, Mike, formed 
River Rock Entertainment to de- 
velop and produce entertainment 
designed to entertain, enlighten, 
and inspire. The company is cur- 
rently completing postproduction 
on a historical documentary, 
Remember the Sultana, and devel- 
oping several feature film projects. 


RANDELL WIDNER 
“GOONIES CONNECTION: 


Stunt double for Sloth (his mask will be 
available for viewing at event) 


After a 30-year career in the enter- 
tainment industry as an actor, 
stuntman, stunt coordinator, 
second unit director, director, 
script doctor, and scriptwriter, 
Randell retired with his wife to 
their horse-rescue ranch in the 
foothills of California's Central 
Valley. Randell didn’t start out 
wanting a career in the film indus- 
try. In fact, that was the furthest 
occupation from his mind when he 
joined the Marine Corps in 1965. 
After he was wounded twice in 
Vietnam, the Marine Corps sent 
him to Stanford University to be- 
come an officer and to study civil 
engineering. During one summer, 
he was stationed at the American 
embassy in Madrid. Within weeks, 
he was recruited into the explod- 
ing Spanish/Italian film industry. 
As a 6'5" American who had rid- 
den horses most of his life, he fit 
right into the Eastwood spaghetti- 
western genre, which was in 
vogue at that time. 


MICHAEL ALDERMAN 


GOONIES CONNECTION: 
Intern to Richard Donner during-filming 


Writer/director/actor Michael Alder- 
man began his career in the late 
1970s by producing a number of 
stop-motion animated short films. 
In college he enrolled in every 
class offered within his chosen 
field, earning an associate of arts 
degree with an emphasis on film 
and television production. While 
there, he wrote and directed the 
Halloween episode of the weekly 
children’s cable TV program Cap- 
tain Cidd’s Castle. He also became 
involved with the college's drama 
department, where he learned the 
craft of collaborating with actors 
to tell a story. 

In 1984 he was invited by di- 
rector Richard Donner to observe 
firsthand the shooting of the 
Warner Bros. feature The Goonies 
while the production was on loca- 
tion in Michael’s hometown of 
Astoria, Oregon. Donner memo- 
rably introduced him to executive 
producer Steven Spielberg as a 
“fellow director.” Michael later 
published a book-length memoir 
detailing the experience, titled 
Three Weeks with the Goonies. 


PAUL GILLUM 


GOONIES CONNECTION: 
City of Astoria liaison to production 


Paul Gillum is currently a fine art 
sculptor of bronzes and paintings 
and owner of Studio-B in Astoria, 
Oregon. During the filming of The 
Goonies Paul was a detective with 
the Astoria Police Department, 
assigned to assist Warner Bros. 
staff as the liaison to the City of 
Astoria. Paul assisted the film's 
staff with finding locations, hiring 
location persons in the film, and 
providing security personnel 
for the actors, producers, and 
directors. 

Paul is a collector of Goonies 
memorabilia and owns the only 
known black-and-silver work jack- 
et with insignias, which has been 
worn by Chunk (and there are 
photos to document it). He has all 
the daily work sheets used by 
production, as well as one of the 
original Astoria maps and a 
Goonies car plaque personally 
signed by Steven Spielberg. Since 
working with The Goonies, Paul 
has worked with several other 
production companies on films in 
and around the Astoria area. 


PATRICK LINES 


GOONIES CONNECTION: 
_ On set during filming on Oregon coast 


Patrick had a long, distinguished 
career with the Oregon Parks and 
Recreation Department. In 1984, 
he was the park ranger at Ecola 
State Park when scenes from The 
Goonies were shot there. He 
served as the day-to-day liaison 
between OPRD and the film crew. 
He was able to provide the crew 
with some valuable lessons on 
dealing with weather conditions 
on the Oregon coast. 

He was very interested in the 
logistics of the shoot and took 
many pictures of the transforma- 
tion of the park into a movie set 
(building the Lighthouse Restau- 
rant, hiding picnic tables in plain 
sight, making a bicycle appear to 
ride alongside a car, etc.). Over 
the years those pictures were 
rarely seen by anyone other than 
his daughter and her friends. 
Several of his pictures have been 
enlarged and laminated, and he 
will share them with visitors at 
Ecola during the celebration. 
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@+ STORIES FROM THE 
SET OF THE GOONIES 


BY RANDELL WIDNER 


THE CUTTING OF THE SAIL 

From the first day of preproduction, Steven Spielberg had me over on 
the Universal Studios lot at his private office complex, Amblin, which 
has a private theater with a huge library of films from the very beginning 
of the first talkies. | was assigned to screen all of the classic pirate films 
and to make a list of all of the classic stunts that we might incorporate 
into The Goonies. 

In the 1926 film The Black Pirate, legendary stuntman Richard 
Talmadge (doubling actor Douglas Fairbanks Sr.) sits on a cross spar 
and then jumps over to stick his dagger into the sail and lower himself 
to the deck below, ripping the fabric as he goes. This 
was considered one of the greatest stunts ever 
filmed. In investigating how they did it, we found 
that the cross spar and the sail were only six feet off 
the ground. They used an airplane engine and 
propeller to make the sail billow while it was sitting 
on the ground. The sail was precut and lightly 
stitched back together. 

This was very troubling for us, as this method 
would never work for The Goonies. We were in a 
cave, so we would need a huge area to lay down a 
bluescreen on our sound stage, where the ship was 
already being built and the destruction of the sound 
stage floor was already underway to create the 
lagoon. We would have had to find another sound 
stage for the shot, and that would have taken mo 
nths to secure, which was unacceptable. 

During a meeting, Steven, special effects 
coordinator Matt Sweeney, and | decided to design 
a way to actually cut the Velcroed sail while it was 
standing up, from the top of the spar to the ship's 
rail. Matt invented an amazing machine called the 
Descender, which controlled my speed while | cut the sail (which was 
the major consideration he needed to overcome). We also designed 
the swing from the top of the cave onto the sail. Lighting the entire 
sound stage became very problematic, so the swing onto the ship was 
not shot for the film. 

Now that I've told you the backstory, | want to tell you about the 
special event that Steven had to honor the great old film stuntmen. He 
invited more than twenty legendary stuntmen and stuntwomen and the 
Hollywood superstar elite to witness the first cutting of the sail. We had 
more than sixty people on the sound stage to witness me swinging 
from the top of the cave more than eighty feet, stabbing and transferring 
to the sail, cutting down through it, and then again grabbing the rope 
and swinging across the deck. This special event was the only time we 


did this whole sequence without stopping.
